Th e renewed demand of th e armed 
force» for national service legisla­ 
tion to “back th e invasion" was re­ 
buffed in congress and industry 
today. 
"Th e Army, Navy and Maritime 
Commission know we are not going 
to consider national service legis­ 
lation at th is time,” said Rep. 
May (D> Ky., ch airman of th e 
h ouse military affairs committee. 
"If th ey h ad come before us 
two years ago with a unified front 
someth ing migh t h ave been done. 
But at th is time it is a strange 
procedure." 
May’s committee recommended 
that th e armed services cut ph ys­ 
ical standard* and induct for non­ 
combat duty 4 -F draft registrants 
wh o refuse to take war jobs, but 
announced th at manpower •¿ •gela­ 
tion. including proposal» for a la­ 
bor draft of th e ph ysically unfit, 
would be sh elved for th e time 
being. 
Not To Ih i^h Bill 
Congressional sponsors of s na­ 
tional service act agreed th at no 
steps will be taken in th e near 
future to push th rough a bill m ak­ 
ing citizens liable to assignment 
for war work. 
“I do not expect resumption of 
h earings by th e Senate Military 
Affairs committee until th e atti­ 
tude of th e country favors th e 
legislation," said Sen. Austin <R)

Wadaworth labor draft bill. 
Following a conference with rep­ 
resentatives of th e National As­ 
sociation of Manufacturers and th e 
U. S. Ch amber of Commerce, th e 
Army, Navy and Maritime Com­ 
mission issued a joint statement 
declaring modified national serv­ 
ice legislation is necessary to pro­ 
vide th e replacements needed in

OHIO FARMERS 
PLAN FOR PEACE 


Program Includes Plea For 
Minimum 
Government 
Production Controls 


WASHINGTON, April 21—OPA 
said today th at a 50 percent reduc­ 
tion in point values for lamb will 
g o into effect April 30 but a 
spokesman termed as "wild guess­ 
ing" reports th at point values for 
butter will be cut in h alf and pork 
removed from th e ration list. 
Specific reductions in points re­ 
q uired for various cuts of lamb 
were not announced. 
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A 13-point post war agricultural 
program was announced today by 
a statewide committee of Oh io 
farmers and agricultural leaders. 
Th e 25-member c o m m i t t e e , 
wh ich h as been meeting regularly 
at Oh io State university since last 
Fall, drafted th e following pro­ 
gram: 
Manpower—Agriculture tan ab­ 
sorb in th e post w’ar period only 
15 percent of th e increased per­ 
sonnel available. Th e remainder 
will h ave to find jobs in industry. 
Production 
and 
Distribution— 
Government 
controls 
sh ould 
be 
kept to a minimum and 'based on 
democratic procedures," with in­ 
dividual initiative given full sway. 
“In th e past wh at h as been called 
surplus too often h as been th e re­ 
sult of poor distribution and un­ 
der consumption." 
W ater Conservation—Th e return 
of water by industry to th e water 
table after its use, and Increased 
acreages of grasslands and forests 
to enh ance infiltration of water

figures 
sh ow th at five acres of good blue- 
grass will increase infiltration by 
3,640 tons of water a year.”

wh en somebody saw' 
a 
small boat ah ead. We came close 
and noticed th ey were h aving en­ 
gine trouble.

“We took th e passengers aboard 
and one of th em was Stassen, th e 
former governor of Minnesota. 
“I’ve 
read W'here he's 
being 
wanted as a candidate for Presi­ 
dent. Well, maybe 
we picked up

Stassen is about 6 feet 3 inch es 
tall and weigh s 225 pounds.

Count Carlo Sforza, former for­ 
eign minister wh o went into self- 
imposed exile wh en Benito Musso­ 
lini seized pow’er, and Benedetto 
Groce, Italy’s outstanding liberal 
and ph ilosoph er. 
Th e cabinet list was submitted to 
King Victor Emmanuel for h is ap­ 
proval and presumably for th at of 
Crown Prince Umberto, w’h o will 
take over once th e Allies h ave en­ 
tered Rome. 
Net result of Badoglio s deliber­ 
ations with all political elements 
was formation of an all-embracing 
coalition Democratic regime. As 
one minister put it: 
“Italy 
h as 
successfully 
over­ 
come its first political crisis. It 
was lots of fun to figh t it out for 
our ideals and arrive at a coali­ 
tion government th e democratic 
; way." 
Under th e new set-up th e so- 
called action party, wh ose demands 
imposed considerable initial diffi­ 
culties, receives two ministries ™ 
th ose 
of 
education 
and 
public 
works. 
Ercoli was included at Cdunty 
Sforzas insistence. Oth er ministers

NEW

He said h e doubted wh eth er th e 
¡Axis powers would h ave dated to

training and upwards “of 
2 0,000,- 
000 men trained to sh oot, to fly, 
to sail, to figh t." 
It sh ould be a “sh ock and ch al­ 
lenge to th e nation to learn th at 
(ialf of its men of military age are 
unfit for service," h e said. 


ODESSA, April 21—Failure of 
th e Germans to develop any origi­ 
nal tactics, except Hitler’s do-or- 
die orders, was revealed today to 
h ave influenced greatly th e strat­ 
egy 
employed by th e 
victorious 
Russian army in sweeping th rough 
th e South ern Ukraine into Roma­ 
nia. 
Gen. A. S. Rogov, deputy ch ief 
of staff of th e Th ird Ukrainian 
Army, described h ow’ Hitler’s “in­ 
novation”—th e 
order 
to 
h old 
ground at all costs—created a sit­ 
uation in wh ich th e Nazis were 
eith er encircled or forced to aban­ 
don all th eir material and flee. 
As one of th e main reasons for 
th e freq uent encirclement of Nazi 
troops on th e south ern front, Gen. 
Rogov cited th e failure of th e ene­ 
my to 
produce a single 
original 
idea in th e way of new' strategy or 
tactics. 
“Th at Is," th e general said, "un­ 
less you w'ould call Hitler’s order 
} to h is troops to h old steadfast and 
; not yield a single inch of ground 
‘new’ strategy." 
Instead of saving th e South ern 
Ukraine, Rogov said, th at order 
“back-fired" and created a situa­ 
tion 
wh erein 
th e 
Nazis 
found 
th emselves “h aunted and oppress­ 
ed by th e ominous th reats th e or­ 
der concealed.” 
“W* soon found out th at th e di­ 
visional and regimental command­ 
ers, failing to obtain permission 
to with draw, 
dared not 
retreat 
from th eir positions even to posi­ 
tions wh ich migh t h ave given th em 
an advantage," declared Rogov. 
He cited as a vivid example of 
th is German “innovation" in strat­ 
egy, th e debacle suffered by th e 
16th Nazi division north of Niko­ 
pol, followed by total destruction 
of th e reinforced remnants of th e 
16th at Sh irokoye. 
Wh en General Holidt, command­ 
er of th e Sixth German Army, ord­

—Tommy Gannon, 49. deaf one­ 
time member of th e Joh n Dillinger 
gang, was lodged in th e Wisconsin 
state prison at Waupun today to 
serve a 15 to 40 year term for th e 
$42,000 robbery of th e 
Amery, 
Wis., bank September 13, 1933. 
Gannon w'as convicted by a jury 
of eigh t men and four women fol­ 
lowing 
an 
uproarious 
four-day 
trial m wh ich h e acted as h is own 
attorney. 
Wh en Circuit Judge Carl H. Da­ 
ley pronounced sentence yesterday, 
h e sh outed: 
“Th anks. Now you can retire to 
your ch ambers and blow your cor­ 
rupt brains out." 
At one point in th e trial, h e 
called th e judge an “insidious rat" 
and h eckled th e prosecutor, jury 
and spectators th rough out. 
Gann n kicked over a typewriter 
as th e trial started and told th e 
jurors. “I h ope you all die before 
morning " 
Following h is first demonstra­ 
tion, Gannon was h andcuffed to a 
deputy. His deafness delayed th e 
proceedings and all testimony was 
typed for h im. 
As th e case was h anded to th e 
jury, Gannon sh outed: 
“Hurry and get it over with . 
Th e sooner I get out of Folk coun­ 
ty and down among th e good peo­ 
ple of Waupun, th e better I’ll like 
it." 
Again, wh en th e verdict was re­ 
turned, h e tolij th e jurors: “You’re 
th e most low dow'n people I ever 
met.”

As large formations of Allied 
bombers — probably American — 
swept across th e English ch annel 
th is morning on th e h eels of one 
of th e h eaviest nigh t raids by th e 
RAF against four major rail cen­ 
ters, in wh ich an estimated 4,48 0 
tons of bombs w’ere dropped. 
More th an 1,100 British planes 
of th e bomber command h ammered 
th e much -battered city of Cologne, 
as well as targets with in Berlin 
and key railroad yards in north ­ 
ern Belgium and France. 
4>t» o<l Rmrnhing 
Th ough cloud formations 
cov­ 
ered th e target area at Cologne, 
a good concentrated bombing of 
th e objectives pointed out by Path ­ 
finder planes left fires wh ich were 
i* r 200 miles. In addition, 
oth er RAF raiders struck at Ot- 
tigues railroad yard, 
15 
miles 
south east of Brussels, and at Lens 
in th e Pas De Calais area. Le

it is often forgotten by physician s 
that old people are susceptible to 
some of the d iseases particularly 
likely to be foun d in child ren . To 
n ame on ly two—whoopin g cough 
an d appen d icitis. 1 have frequen t­ 
ly repeated in this column the clin ­ 
ical aphorism—“If John n y brin gs 
whoopin g cough home from school 
w ho in the household is most likely 
to get it? The an swer is— “Gran d ­ 
pa." * 
Appen d icitis is particularly a 
d isease of the youn g. If you wi re 
to in vestigate the hospital record s 
of a thousan d cases of appen d icitis 
an d classified them on the basis of 
the age of the patien t alon e, you 
would fin d that about 750 were 
un d er the age of 30, an d of these 
¿50 were un d er the age of 10. The 
in cid en ce d eclin es very rapid ly 
after the age of 30. This is be­ 
cause the appen d ix atrophies, eg- 
pecially the lymphatic, or ton ml- 
lar-like tissues of which it is so 
largely composed at birth an d by 
the age of 40 it ia a mere strin g 
in most people. 


Dr. Hertzler's Examin ation s 
Dr. A. E. Hertzler examin ed a 
thousan d appen d ices at all ages 
an d foun d that of those recovered 
from person s over the age of 40 
that 75 per cen t were so atrophied 
that there was hard ly an ythin g 


left to in fect, so that in fection *y 
germs an d con sequen t appen d icitis 
is a very remote possibility. But 
that 25 per cen t of the population 
d oes go on to old age with its ap­ 
pen d ix lymphatic tissue more or 
les 
in tact an d with the further 
factor of the red uced resistan ce to 
germs which occurs in eld erly peo­ 
ple so that they again become 
liable to appen d icitis. 
Sin ce gallston es occur so fre­ 
quen tly in old people (a recen t 
aeries of reported autopsies on 
people over 89 showed that 90 per 
cen t of them harbored gallston es) 
an acute stomach ache in an eld er­ 
ly person is almost in variably put 
d own to gallston e colic when quite 
often it is appen d icitis. 
i he d iagn osis is further con ­ 
fused in th a t d octors always feel 
that a fever should go with ap­ 
pen d icitis. They get it in youn g 
peopie, but the old n otably are 
sluggish 
with 
tem perature 
re­ 
spon se, so their appen d icitis is 
likely to go without fever, an d 
hen ce is overlooked . But the ap- 
pen d icitis of old people is a good 
example of secon d child hood . 
Diet of the Aged 
An other is the d iet of the aged . 
On 
great mistake in the med ical 
man agemen t of the aged is to let 
them select their own food which 
they d o on the basis of the con d i­ 
tion of their teeth, selectin g the 
food s they can chew, an d on the 
basis of previous tables, an d some­ 
what on the pocket book. In an y 
family circle great atten tion is 
paid to selectin g the d iet of the 
child , but it is equally importan t 
to select an d in sist on the d iet of 
the aged . 
Here, sin ce 
I 
have 
kn ocked the in d iscrimin ate use of 
con cen trated vitamin s on so man y 
occasion s, let me say that such 
vitamin s should be given as a 
routin e to the aged . 
There is a n ew specialty risin g 
in med icin e— geriatrics—the man ­ 
agemen t of the troubles of old age, 
which should throw much n eed ed 
light on these subjects. The life 
expectan cy of a baby born in 1900 
was on the average 40 years, but 
in 1944 it is closer to 65* years, so 
we have an in creasin gly large 
aged population to care for.

List Leeks for Victory Garden

YOU W ILL do well to add leeks 
to your planting 
list 
for this 
year s Victory garden. The leek is 
a hardy onion-like plant but mild­ 
er in flavor than the onion and 
more hardy. It is used mostly to 
season salads, soups and m eats, 
but it is also delicious boiled or 
braised and served in the m anner 
of asparagus. Leeks are a whole­ 
some article of diet since they 
contain vitamins Bl and C. 
To grow especially Ane leeks 
sow the seeds thinly, one-half inch 


plump straw s transplant them in­ 
to the Victory garden. 
T h e 
transplanting 
procedure 
should be as follows: Trim off th# 
tips of the roots and about one- 
half of the top leaves. W ith a dib­ 
bler make Jeep holes from six to 
nine inches apart. Drop the plants 
into these holes. Add w ater to the 
holes but leave the holes open. 
Successive hoeing will gradually 
fill in the holes.

I saj second childhood means 
particularly the mental characters 
of tao period. But there is also a 
curious repetition of the physical 
ailments of the young in old age: 
it is often forgotten by physician* 
that old people are susceptible to 
M»m# of the diseases particularly 
likely to be found in children. To 
name only two—whooping cough 
and appendicitis. I have frequent­ 
ly replated in this column the clin­ 
ical aphorism—“If Johnny brings 
whooping cough home from school 
who in the household is most likely 
to get it? The answer is—“Grand­ 
pa.” * 
Appendicitis is particularly a 
disease of the young. If you were 
to investigate the hospital records 
of a thousand cases of appendicitis 
and classified them on the basis of 
the age of the patient alone, you 
would find that about 750 were 
under the age of 30. and of these 
250 were under the age of IO. The 
incidence decline^ very rapidly 
after the age of 30. This is be­ 
cause the appendix atrophies, es­ 
pecially the lymphatic, or tonsil- 
lar-like tissues of which it is so 
largely composed at birth and by 
the age of 40 it is a mere string 
in most people. 


Dr. Hertzier’s Esaminationi 
Dr. A. E. Hertzler examined a 
thousand appendices at all ages 
and found that of those recovered 
from persons over the age of 40 
that 75 per cent were so atrophied 
that there was hardly anything 


let* to infect, so that infection wy 
germs and consequent appendicitis 
is a very remote possibility. But 
that 25 per cent of the population 
does go on to old age with its ap­ 
pendix lymphatic tusue more or 
les 
intact and with the further 
factor of the reduced resistance to 
germ* which occurs in elderly peo­ 
ple so that they again become 
liable to appendicitis. 
.s.r.ce gallstones occur so fre­ 
quently in old people <a recent 
series of reported autopsies on 
people over 80 showed that 90 per 
cent of them harbored gallstones) 
an acute stomach ache in an elder­ 
ly person is almost invariably put 
down to gallstone colic when quite 
oftt'n it is appendicitis. 
J’he diagnosis is further con­ 
fused in that doctors always feel 
that a fever should go with ap­ 
pendicitis. They get it in young 
people, but the old notably are 
sluggish 
with temperature re­ 
sponse, so their appendicitis is 
likely to go without fever, and 
hence is overlooked. But the ap- 
pendiciti* of old people is a good 
example of second childhood.
